las for dealing with periodic viscissitudes in 
the labor market, Noteworthy in- the pas- 
sage of this measure was the fact that it re 
quired-an amendment to the British North 
America Act—hitherto impossible to obtain 
because of'lack of agreement among the pro- 
vinces. Unanimity on this important na- 
tional question, incidentally, may rightly be 
interpreted as a sign that at no time since 
Confederation have the people of Canada 
been so united in a common purpose as they 
are today. ;
